Cut slices of soft bread into cir- 
cles and strips, dip in melted but- 
ter, then in sugar and use to line 
individual buttered molds. Fill the 
centers of the molds with sweet- 
ered and spiced applesauce and 
raisins and top each mold with a 
round of sugared bread. Bake in 
a hot oven until golden brown. 
Turn out and serve warm with 
Poamy Sauce or Golden Sauce fla- 
vored with rum.

Serve with 
sweetened whipped cream. Since 
the torte is so tender, you should 
pull the pieces apart with a fork 
rather than trying to cut it. 

Stearacd Chocolate Pudding 

Combine 1/3 cup confectioner’s 


sugar, 4 tablespoon flour and 
1% squares unswectened milk 
chocolate, melted. Blend thor- 


oughly and remove from the heat. 
Add 1! tablespoons butter, 2 egg 
yolks, slightly beaten, a few drops 
vanilla, a dash of salt and the 
stiffly beaten whites. Cover tight- 
ly and steam for half an hour. 
Serve hot with the following 
sauce: 

Regal Chocclate Sauce: Com- 
bine 1 square unsweetened choco- 
late. cut in pieces, with 3 table- 
spoons water, 4 tablespoons sugar, 
a dash of salt and 1! tablespoons 
butter in the top of a double boil- 
‘er.
